12. (Currently Amended) A system of enabling a real entity to int e ract access a service 
on a communication network using a virtual entity > the system comprising: 

a first database to store stored data therein first data corresponding to the real entity 
and s e cond data corr e sponding to th e virtual entity; said second data not id e ntifying 
th e r e al e ntity; a uset account of the real entity, the user account including billing data 
of the real entity and an identifier of the virtual entity: and 
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a second database^ associated with a site of said communication network and having 
stored ther e in information corresponding to second dat a , to stote viitual identification 
data of the virtual entity that does not identify the real entity, and data corresponding 
to a viitual transaction account of the virtual entity, the virtual transaction account 
having transaction-authorization data that is not linked to said billing data. 
wherein th e first databas e in not acc e ssibl e from said virtual entity is identifiable on 
said communication networks based on said viitual identification data. 
wherein said virtual entity is able to perform a transaction on said communication 
network using said virtual transaction account without revealing said billing data, 
wherein said service is able to authorize said transaction based on said transaction- 
authorization data without revealing said billing data, and 

wherein said second database is not linked to said first database over said 
communication network. 

13 . (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 12 wherein a us e r accessing said 
site i s identified as s aid virtual entity based on said second data. , said billing data 
comprises at least one of an amount of money prepaid by said real entity, real banking 
account details of said real entity, real credit card data of said real entity, and funds 
fiom a credible source associated with said real entity. 

14. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 12, wherein the second data virtual 
transaction account in said second database is updatable by interaction via said 
communication networ k 

15.. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 12^ wherein sard second data 
virtual transaction account comprises information corresponding to an attribute of said 
viitual entity . 

16.. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim [[12]] 15, wherein said attribute is 
unique to said virtual entity.. 
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17. (Currently Amended) A system accoiding to claim 12, compiising a virtual 
tiansaction processor to process transactions of said virtual entity on said 
communication network using said virtual transaction account as sign e d to said virtual 
entity 

18 (Cunently Amended) A system accoiding to claim [[17]] 12, wherein said transaction 
account billing data comprises funds received from a substantially untraceable source. 

19. (Cunently Amended) A system according to claim [[17]] 12* wherein said transaction 
account the virtual identification data comprises funds from a credible source 
associated with said real entity at least one of a pseudo first name, a pseudo family 
name, a password, a pseudo address, and a pseudo date of birth .
